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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-7 and 17-27 have been presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3, 8, 17 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kouznetsov et al [Kouz] US Pat No 6501816. 

4. Referring to claim 1, Kouz teaches the invention substantially including: 

a. dividing a clock signal into a divided frequency signal in accordance with a data 
input [figs. 1 and 2, abstract and col. 2 lines 5-40]. The signal pgmk is interpreted as a 
data input. 

b. dividing said divided frequency signal into a further divided frequency signal in 
accordance with said data input [figs. 1 and 3, abstract and col. 2 lines 5-40]. 
Although dividing a high-frequency clock is not explicitly taught, Kouz does not teach 

being limited to a particular speed clock. Therefore it is interpreted by the examiner that the 
Kouz system can divide a high-frequency clock. 

5. Referring to claim 2, Kouz teaches the dividing circuit acts as a counter and divides the 
divided frequency signal in accordance with the data input [fig. 2 and col. 5 lines 1-48]. If data 
input pgmk is LOW then AND gate 236 will prevent any division from occurring. 
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6. Referring to claim 3, Kouz teaches controlling the fully programmable divide circuit 
which divides the divided frequency signal [fig. 2 and col. 3 lines 45-53]. 

7. Referring to claim 8, Kouz teaches dividing the high frequency signal using a D-type 
latch that feeds its Q-bar output into its data input via latches 334 and 338 [fig. 3]. Because 
latches and flip-flops are so well known in the art and so similar to each other, it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use either latches or flip-flops in the Kouz 
system. 

8. Referring to claims 17 and 26, these are rejected on the same basis as set forth 
hereinabove. Kouz teaches the method and therefore teaches the apparatus performing the 
method. Integrated circuits are well known and widely used in the art and therefore it is obvious 
that an integrated circuit could be associated with the Kouz frequency dividing system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 4-7, 18-25 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
